Proposed  Constitutional  Changes:  tRheeand^ 


The  following  proposed  constiutional 
changes  are  being  recommended  by  the 
Legislative  Council  of  the  Associaiea 
Students,  Brigham  Young  University.  Most  - 
of  the  recommended  section  changes  are 
small  technicalities  found  so  troublesome 
in  the  operation  of  the  new  constitution. 

Voting  will  be  held  Tuesday  and  Wea- 
nesday  in  religion  classes. 

Following  is  the  way  each  section  would 
read  with  the  proposed  changes: 

Section  II.  Duties  of  Officers 

A.  The  President  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  and  official  representa- 
tive of  the  studentbody.  He  shall  pre- 
side* over  the  meetings  of  the  Executive 
and  Legislative  Councils  and  all  other 
studentbody  meetings  and  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  member  of  all  studentbody 
committees.  He  shall  recommend  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Council 
appoint  such  committees  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  student  af- 
fairs. 

Section  III.  Election  of  Officers 

A.  Qualifications 

1.  A candidate  for  President,  First  Vice 
President,  Second  Vice  President,  Secre- 
tary-Historian, and  Business  Manager  must 
have  at  least  one  hundred  and  ten  hours 
of  college  credit  by  the  end  of  the 
Winder  Quarter  prior  to*  their  nomination 
and  must  have  been  registered  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  during  the  fall  and 
winter  quarters  preceding  his  election. 
Candidates  for  studentbody  office  must 
show  for  their  entire  academic  work  a 
1.5  average  as  determined  by  the  uni- 
versity registrar  with  no  more  than  five 
hours  of  “D"  grade  in  the  last  quarter. 

2.  All  elected  officers  of  the  student- 
body  shall  also  show  a 1 .5  grade  average 
for  their  entire  academic  work  and  this 
grade  point  shall  be  determined  by  the 
university  registrar.  No  elected  officer 
may  have  more  than  five  hours  of  "D" 
grade  in  the  last  quarter. 

G.  Write-ins. 

1.  A write-in  candidate  in  the  primary 
election  shall  be  allowed  to  campaign  for 
the  final  election  providing  he  qualifies 


by  receiving  as  many  votes  as  required 
to  be  nominated  by  petition. 

Section  IV.  Powers  and  Limitations 

D.  The  Executive  Council  shall  consist 
power  to  initiate  action. 

Section  I.  Officers  and  Terms  of  Office 

a.  The  Legislative  Council  shall  consist 
of  the  following: 

b.  The  editors  and  business  managers 

of  the  student  publications,  and  newspaper 
and  the  yearbook.  • 

4.  Representatives  of  student  activities. 

a.  The  chairman  of  the  Student  Pro- 
gram Bureau,  the  Debate  Manager,  the 
Yell  King,  a student  representative  from 
KBYU,  the  men's  and  women's  athletic 
intramural  directors,  student  president  of 
the  university  band,  and  on  elected  rep- 
resentative of  the  athletic  lettermen. 
Section  II.  Duties  of  Members 

B.  The  studentbody  secretary  shall 
be  secretary  to  the  Legislative  Council. 
However  the  secretary  may,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  choose 
an  assistant  to  help  compile  the  corre- 
spondence and  minutes  of  the  Legislative 
Council. 

Section  III.  Election  of  Officers 

A.  The  election  procedure  for  the  stu- 
dentbody officers  is  defined  in  Article  II, 
Section  II;  the  procedure  for  the  election 
or  appointment  of  the  class  presidents, 
the  AMS  and  AWS  officers,  the  editors 
and  business  managers  of  the  student 
publications,  the  Student  Programs  Bureau 
chairman  and  the  Yell  King  is  defined 
in  Article  IV,  Section  I and  II. 

B.  The  two  additional  representatives 
from  each  class  and  the  graduate  repre- 
sentative shall  be  chosen  during  the  first 
three  weeks  of  the  Autumn  Quarter  (by 
their  respective  classes)  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  freshman  class,  who  shall 
choose  temporary  officers  and  representa- 
tives at  the  time  of  orientation  to  serve 
until  the  time  of  regular  freshman  elec- 
tions which  shod  be  held  by  the  end  of 
November. 

E.  Any  Legislative  Council  member,  ex- 
cept the  five  studentbody  officers,  may 
be  recalled  after  a fair  hearing  by  a 


three-fourth  majority  vote  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council,  or  .he  may  be  recalled  by  the 
group  he  represents. 

F.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  the 
power  to  call  a special  election  to  fill  any 
elective  post  left  vacant  for  any  reason. 
The  empty  post  shall  be  handled  by  the 
next  junior  officer  until  such  time  as  a 
special  election  can  be  held  to  fill  the 
position. 

Section  IV.  Powers  and  Limitations 

C.  The  Legislative  Council  shall  ratify 
or  reject  by  a two-thirds  voting  majority 
all  existing  statutes  to  this  constitution 
at  its  first  regular  meeting,  and  inaugu- 
rate new  statutes,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Dean  of  Students  and  Executive 
Council,  by  the  same  majority. 

Article  IV.  Other  Officers 

Section  I.  Publications 

A.  Two  candidates  for  the  offices  of 
Editor  of  the  student  newspaper  and  Edi- 
tor of  the  student  yearbook  will  be 
chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Pub- 
lications. This  committee  will  consrsr  ot 
the  five  faculty  members  who  constitute 
the  Faculty  Publications  Committee  and 
the  incumbent  editors  and  business  man- 
agers of  the  two  publications  - and  the 
studentbody  president.  These  candidates 
shall  run  in  the  final  studentbody  elec- 
tions as  defined  in  Article  II,  Section  III, 
paragraph  Id,  except  in  the  event  that 
the  Committee  on  Student  Publications 
shall  determine  that  there  are  not  two 
applicants  sufficiently  qualified  for  each 
position,  in  which  case  the  said  com- 
mittee will  make  the  final  choice. 

B.  The  student  newspaper  shall  be 
known  as  the  Brigham  Young  Universe. 

C.  The  student  yearbook  shall  be  known 
as  the  Banyan. 

Section  II.  Cheerleaders 

A.  A Yell  King  shall  be  selected  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  by  the  Legislative 
Council  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

B.  Other  members  of  the  Yell  Squad 
shall  be  selected  by  the  incoming  Execu- 
tive Council  and  the  new  Yell  King,  who 
shall  also  have  the  power  to  determine 


the  size  of  the  Yell  Squad. 

Section  III.  Chairman  of  the  Student 
Program  Bureau. 

Section  IV.  Class  Officers. 

D.  The  freshman  class  shall  elect  a 
temporary  committee  at  fall  quarter  ori- 


entation to  act  in  the  capacity  of  class 
officers,  the  chairman  and  two  members 
i of  which  shall  become  members  of  tha 
Legislative  Council  until  permanent  of- 
ficers are  elected,  which  must  take  plac« 
by  the  end  of  the  fall  quarter. 
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
